Conlin is attempting to pool together a diver- 
sity of personalities and create a “caring and 
loving learning community.” 

Conlin sees his experience relating to his 
work at Clarke because here he hopes to 
“help people find their life direction by devel- 
oping themselves as a whole person.” 


By getting out and meeting the students 
and teachers, they will also learn about me,” 
Conlin said. “And once people see that they 
can be heard we have the beginning of a solu- 
tion to any problem. 

“My goal is to have everyone out there be 
personally responsive enough to each other’s 
needs and problems that my job would be 
minimal.” 


Conlin does not want to be a third party 
but prefers to work as a team with the person 
who has the problem, the person who 
brought the problem to his attention, and 
himself. Conlin feels that it is “the sensitive 
people who know the students and commu- 


nity — tuned into student life — whocancre- | 


ate a network of people who can work to solve 
some problems.” Therefore, he is spending 
his time now, getting to know the commu- 
nity. 


Fr. Joe originally came to Clarke as a 
teaching assignment from his religious com- 
munity. Ordained a priest in the Diocese of 
Joliet, Fr. Joe taught and counseled high 
school students before joining the Domini- 
cans. He has come to Dubuque to teach and 
counsel at Clarke while finishing a second 
Master's degree at Aquinas Theological sem- 
inary. 


Fr. Joe recognizes a need for his position in 
the Counseling center to help people cope 
from a religious, spiritual perspective. His as- 
signment is only for one year, but he values 
the experience of teaching at a small college 
like Clarke. a : 

“It is a beautiful community,” -he said, 
“and the people in this community are very 
caring and helpful to each other. 


Fr. Joe is in the Counselling Center from 4 
to 8 p.m. on Tuesday, but generally on- 
campus every day. “I realize that there is a 
stereotype of seeing a counselor in a counsel- 
ling office, which may prevent some people 
from talking to someone even if it’s just to 

ain an outside perspective. Consequently, 
Fr. Joe makes himself available to students 
“around the community” as well. 


Fr. Joe admits that being available only 
part-time hinders the ultimate purpose of the 
Counselling Center, but he also admitted 
that he makes the most of the restricted time 


he has available.

“Pat (Conlin) and I have a good referral 
system at Clarke,” he said. “People who know 
the community better are able to refer people 
to us and we can work as a team to solve the 
problem.” 


Fr. Joe has not chosen to “spear-head 
workshops,” but feels it's more important to 
be available at an individual basis to get to 
know the college better and “find the com- 
mon denominator of problems so we have 
something to which we can direct work- 
shops.” 

Conlin agrees with Fr. Joe and also empha- 
sized the need to get to know the community 
better, before “throwing out workshops 
which might not pertain to anyone’s needs.” 


Being at Clarke part-time has been advan- 
tageous for Conlin because he is presently in- 
volved in other projects. “I know I‘m good at 
counselling and working with people but I 
need to find different areas to which I am also 
able to relate to create an environment in 
people grow and work well.” 

Conlin adheres to his scheduled hours as 
closely as possible in order to meet the needs 
of others and still be flexible 


Like Fr. Joe, Conlin finds a “sense of car- 
ing” about the Clarke community. “No one is 
really alone with a problem here,” he said.

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Masque effect unifies play

“A Midsummer Night’s Dream” is one of 
William Shakespeare’s plays that combines 
verse and music — John Milton's “twin sis- 
ters” — but falls short of opera, that total 
theater form which originated in Florence 
about the time this play was written. Presum- 
ably Shakespeare wrote this play as a dramat- 
ic epithalamium to celebrate the marriage of 
an aristocratic couple, hence the masque-like 
elements. These elements, the play's closest 
resemblance to opera, include elaborate 
scenery, music, and dance, all to enhance the 
language of the text. 

The masque-like effects unify the play's 
four plots — Theseus’ and Hippolyta’s, the 
four Athenian lovers’, Oberon’s and Ti- 
tania’s, and Nick Bottom’s — which contrast 
human love's transitoriness and inconstancy. 
But the play's drama is in its language — 
images, subtle illusions and suggestions, ver- 
bal repetitions and rhythmic patterns — 
which evokes “a speaking picture,” as Sir 
Philip Sidney advised poets to do. The play's 
language should be spoken not only for its 
meaning but also for its music. The Clarke 
College Players’ production, directed by 
Carol Blitgen, B.V.M., and performed at 
Clarke College October 31st, and November 
Ist and 2nd, was communicative, enjoyable, 
and faithful to the play’s spirit, if not entirely 
successful. 

The play’s leading motif is the word 
“dream,” repeated in the text and expanded 
by the scenery and music. This production’s 
set and lighting, designed by Ellen Gabriel- 
leschi, more imaginative and economical. 
With tint of lighting — rose, blue, green. or 
white — the bare foam-like set with fan- 
shaped uprights backstage could either de- 
pict the reason of court or the dream of woods 
or moonlight glade. As much as the set, the 
music, prepared by Jamie Richardson, was 
effective in transporting the play’s action into 
dream. As a whole, the conception of the 
music_was appro riate, excepting perhaps 
Nick Bottom’s and his artisans’ chorus which 
seemed more of the mid-20th Century musi- 
cal that of Shakespeare. 

Supported by good effects, the actors, 
though, emphasized the text's sense more 
than its sound. This was for me the main dis- 
appointment of the production and the most 
difficult defect to overcome, for the roles 
were otherwise well portrayed. Mark Haman 
was a very good Theseus-Oberon; Gladys 
Koerperic was effective as Hippolyta-Ti- 
tania; Monica Nease was an engaging Puck; 
and Bob Day was a robust Nick Bottom. The 
Athenian lovers — Michael W. J. Allen and 
Greg Williams as Lysander and Demetrius, 
Mimi Smelcer and Beth Baragary as Hermia 
and Helena — were well cast. David Osborne 
as Egeus, Hermia’s father, was also ade- 
quate. And the artisans were very good. With 
the notable exception of Haman and Day 
who rendered their lines with sensitivity and

And this” 
play alone was an important inspiration for 
Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart when he com- 
posed “The Magic Flute” two centuries later.
